Authorities it Port Said and Cairo acl- 
vised me: “This isthe rainy season, You 
will rum into sandstorms in the desert, 
fonds itt the Sudan and Uyanda, and you 
will have to walk at least 400 miles, much 
of it through the deadly tsetae-fly, or 
‘sleeping-sickness, country, Don't t try tt 
with a woman, You will never get 
through.” 

From Cairo ta Cape Town is: some 
§.000 mules as the crow flies: As one 
travels the way ote must travel, the route 
totals twice the distance from New York 
to Californua, Transcontinental railroads 
in Atrica are figments of the fertile im- 
agination. Cecil Rhodes’ All-Reil Route 
is still but a red fine on the map. 

The ticket agencies in Mort Said were 
able to sell us railroad tickets to Khartum, 
in the Sudan, beyond which a boat oper- 
ated on the Nile, but they were uncertain 
as to whether or not tt was able to move 
at that season of the year, because of low 
water and sand bars in the nver; They 
recommended that we wait until the fol- 
lowing winter before making the experi- 
tert.

The first morning our dragoman took 
ws to the Sudan agent's office. There two 
kindly gentlemen displayed genuine m- 
terest in the proposed trip. They sin- 
cerely tried to help us, For an hour we 
were permitted to stuly maps and routes

The schedule 
indicated that we should arrive in Cape 
Town i in F3 days: Ultimately we arrived 
in Cape Tawn in 135 davs.

The fourth morning, in a littl white 
train, with blue-glass windows to lessen 
the shock of the ruehing sunshine, we 
moved on toward Khartum through jive 
desert. 

Before we were a mile from the station 
at Liexor the desert hegan to assert itself. 
‘The temperature in the coach climbed to 
almost tinhearalle heights: yet when we 
opened the window for what we thought 
would he a breath of fresh air, the glare 
of the sum struck us like a blow in the 
face. We had never conceived of ‘such 
violent stinshine. 

Where it is hot—fot—people muke 
triends quickly; no formalities or con- 
ventionalities seem worth while. Sa we 
spon Jearned t know the half dozen 
white men who were our fellow passen- 
gers. | 

The sun hecame hotter, the tide grew 
duster, the desert became more and trore 
hike a desert. Ohitside the windows there 
was nothing but sand and heat and sun- 
shine; inside, only heat and sand. 

Occasionally we stopped ata ralway 
station set in the waste, Voluble Arahs 
made the tsual dm, apparently ‘about 
nethityr.

A VARIED GROUP OF PASSENGEIS STARTS 
NORTH ON THE NULE 


The Nile trip from Shellal to Halfa 
lasted from 5 o'clock one afternoon to 
noon of the second day. ‘Fhe hoat was 
too small to permit the passengers to 


astonishing rapidity, 
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move about. There was nothing to do 
but sleep and eat, read and talc. 

On board were two English engineers 
conung out to the new Blue Nile Dam 
above Kharturm, which is to bring another 
million acres of land under irrigation for 
the cultivation of cotton; an English rail- 
road man who had spent many years in 
the country: a pay sree from the Eng- 
lish hospital at (milurman: a Svrian 
phvsican bound fora sleeping- sickness 
area up south; an Arab-Eeyptian official 
roi bark to lus tropical post. Two 
itinerant Americans completed the boat's 
company, 

For half the distance to Halia the 
desert was saffron-colored, sienna, lurnt 
orange; in the high licht of noom it was 
solden, 

Most of ws think of the Sahara as 
composed of white er gray sand. To 
the contrary, it 8 colorful, Often the 

‘sand is broken rock, and there are 
many ledges and ridges. Everywhere the 
ground heaves and swells. 


HALF THE DESERT AKAMS SEEM TO IAVE 
SORE EVES 

The desert Arabs live in desperate 
squalor, on the fonge. ©n what they 
stilisist is more or less a mystery. The 
hot sun burns up their filth; otherwise 
they mst of necessity all die. The Nile 
flows close by, but it 74 not tsed for 
lmthing. Half the inhabitants seem to 
have «ore eves, ané the sightless ones are 
everywhere, 

Evidently the desert flies have Teer 
educated, To tella fly, “Go away,” means 
nothing to it. Always the Arabs were 
covered with contented flies. We shooed 
them away. They ignored the warning, 
They staved where tiey were until they 
were killed, It is no simple matter to 
attempt to Jail all the fies in the Sahara. 

The heat in the cabins of the <mall 
beat was almost wunendurable, <a we 
tured cut at daybreak and went on deck 
to lireathe. 

We saw the sun ttse over the clesert, 
A: huge brassy disk slid into. place with 
(ne moment there 
was a soft haze; the next, a bright, hot

The tram trom t[talfa to 
Khartom wae scheduled to 
leave at ':30 P. am. one diy 
arul to arrive at Khartum at 
i SCA) the Pest sutte rnoon, We 
trrived at our destination 0s 
hours late, Taiving heen ma- 
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night in the desert with masses of sand 
hurtling over and around ws, 

During this sandstorm we rested at 
Number 6, These desert stations are 
humbered, thus nedding the one touch 
necessary to complete their desolation. 

We did not dare to go forward, for 
when these desert storms switl often they 
blow the roadbed out from: under the 
crassties and leave the tuls suspended in 
the air, like brivlit steel ribbons, Eventi- 
ally, before the full train was permitted 
to proceed, a hard-car had to be sent 
shea a5 a scout to see if all were well. 

It was late in the afternoon when the 
full forte of the siroodo striick us, tum- 
ing the daviight to darkness. 

We were fascinated by tte approach, 
Thin, angular Aral firures danced in its 
path, like grotesque scarecrows, trying to 
escape. It whirled acroys the Nile. strik- 
ing us broadside on, and fora few stuffy 
minutes the aor was unbreathahble, 

The storm carried all the sand anil 
scenery with tt. For a half hour we 
breathed dust, swallowed dust, ancl spat 
dist.. Then it passed over, and we could 
watch it playing havec on the horizon. 

Late in the evening, when the mnon 
came cut, we sat on the tank of the Nile 
and exchanged experiences till long past 
mitclrage tit. 

One man said, “When the World War 
was on, the black Sudanese sole cattle ond 
foodstifs m large quantities to the Alhes. 
They were paid in gold, thousands of 
pounds of it. This gold has never been 
banked. It went inte the Sudan hack 
country and disappeared. What the na- 
tives did with it no one knows; perhaps 
they buried it, Bot the bankers know 
what they did not do with rt; they did ne 
bank it.” 


THE CITY WHERE KITCHENER WON FAME 


Khartum was a welcome sight! 

Luxor, Aswan, Haifa, Chmiturmian, and 
Khartum are river-bank villares, Be- 
cause of their fame, one thinks of them 
as ctttes. Khartum plays-at bemg the 
capttal of the Sudan; Omdunman, just 
across the Nile, is an all-mud native vil- 
lage covering a vast aren. 

At Omidunman “Kitchener af Khartiam™ 
defeated the Kalita, the successor to the 
Mad Mahedi: .

The little boat pointed wp the Nile wis 
not ce td sail for cight days. These 
Were fiyen over to a miscellancous shop- 
ping expedition that tocl ws inta half the 
hazaars of Khartum, inte private dwell- 
Ings, Into officers’ quarters, into Arab 
godowts and up a multitude of alleys: 

We needed a tent, camp beds, mosquito 
nets; omesyuita hoor, cookin otersils, 
rough clothing, medical stores, colored 
giveles, food supplies, and what mot. 
Through oir acquaintances of the train 
we met mony white men. These good 
fellows constituted themselves a volun- 
teer committee to find what. we needed 
at the lowest possilile prices. They inter- 
preted for us, selected for us, and fiavealed 
for ws, . 
Eventually we secured the necessary 
eqnipment and supplies, Bot we were 
unable to engage ah English-speaking 
hlack boy whe would venture with us up 
south, 

The officials in Khartinm advised us 
that the walk from Rejaf to Nimule was 
approximately go miles; there would be 
shelters provided by native chiefs alonp 
the way. ‘They assured ne that the me- 
mtie ‘Ca district offictal) at Rejaf un- 
doulbtedly would be able to outline the 
route and provide black carriers, They 
insisted that [ carry some surt of fre- 
arm; so 1 purchased a high-caliber: re- 
volver, 

Thus equipped, we were reacy for the 
boat, But. inasmuch as the wat was not 
yet dire to sail, there was a chance to ex- 
plore Khartum and Omdunman, 

Late afternoons: we rode donkeys along 
the Nile, past the palice of the (rovernor- 
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Gordon: sitting on a camel, looking ‘out 
acriiss the desert (ste page 1544), 

The doctors at the Omdurman hospital, 
who are doing a wonderful work amony 
the natives, invited us over for a day. 
Here were many pathetic sivhts, As we 
walked through the words, we observed 
old black women, as gentle as the “mam- 
mies” of ottr own Southland, who insisted 
on kissing the hands of the doctors as they 
stopped to ingtire about their progress: 


A DEAMATIC PRAYER IN A ADMPITAL 


One experience in this hospital very 
much inpressed ts. <A physician, who 
wis alo a Doctor of Divinity, cume into 
a4 convalescent ward and saul: “My 
friends, such and such a black boy is to 
he operated om this morning, and he may 
die, IT think we all ought to pray to God 
to Tet him live.” 

Christians; Mohanimedans, and poor 
trill blacks prayed aloud together, cach 
in Wis own. fashion, for the life of thar 
hlick boy. Somehow, I felt that this was 
food missionary work. . 

After Omdurman we visited the tomb 
of the Mad Mahdi, which is dismantled, 
Kitchener feared it would become a 
shrine, for holy places are very dear to 
the Mohammedan mind. It is easy to 
establish a shrine; after a. while it he- 
comes hoeher anid holer, and eventually 
may develop into a. disturbance center, 
Even to-tlay, as the sun sets, the faithful 
ereep inside the inclostre to pray at the 
empty tomb, and while we were there 
veiled women knelt in the dust outside, 
for it was the season of Ramadan. 

The Gordon Hotel, where we stave, 
face! on the public square, perhaps a hun- 
dred yards across: Where Was 10 grass. 
There was only-sand, Step out into this 
square ander the midday sun without 
ene’s pith helinet and one may hove a 
sumstrake before he takes a, hundred steps. 

A short time before our arrival a Greek 
trader attempted to cross the abs nit 


monet an a rush errand, without his topee, 
He was stricken and died before he 


reached his destination. 

Wale we were there the nocntinee -tem- 
perature averaged about 115 deerees. The 
peculiar actinic trays of the sun played 
tricks with one's eyesight and smoked 
vlasaes were a necessity, 

So frequent and so violent are the sand- 
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storms in April and Muy that the Gardin 
Hotel has ceased trying to combat them. 


“They blow through the window ensinps 


and scatter sand over the rouns and the 
eorrrlors. 

With evening came relief. A gentle 
breeze blew from the Nile and we sat on 
the @arth terrace in front of the hotel 
from dinner until midnight, drinking 
lenin squashes and whiskeys-and-corlns, 
All the wit and wisdom pathered there: 
French, Germans, Swedes, Arabs, Eng- 
lish, Syrians, Jews, Greeks, Italians, and 
two Americans froternized, We ex- 
changed lanter and views. We were not 
very serious ; one seldom was in that com- 
pony-and chit: |

CF across the square, tom-tome beat 
pecpettlly and white hirures of dervishes 
danced to the wild music, During Rama-

med tom-toms—shallow hoops with skin 
stretched) taut across. They sang; they 
chanted. . 

From time to time figures broke away 
fram the tightly packed tool which in- 
closed the torches, and danced furiously, 
whirling after the manner of dervishes. 
Around and aronnd they went, bare- 
footed fanatics, leaping ‘anil gyrating in 
their long white robes and odd white ter- 
bans. Cine minute they etrick a self- 
apprecimtive pose and held jt: the next, 
they were inva frenzy again. They re 
sembled nothing so mich as chickens with 
theit heads cut off, fluttering in the pur- 
poseless dance of death, 

Each might we heard the sch and hoom 
of the term-toms listing inte the dawn, 

We. discovered the American Negro's 
lave for watermelon is a hereditary in- 
fence. All these flack people were 
excessively fond sof melons, To the Su- 
dancse they were food, drink, and re- 
freshment, oll combined,

The Dinkas decorate their woolly pates 
with gay-colored feathers, 

AM carry spears and knives strapped 
to the hack of the upper arm behind the 
elbow, where they are qitickly accessible. 

Most of them smcar their holies with 
ashes to keep off the mosquitoes: ‘This 
makes them Jonk like pray ghosts. They 
sleep in the ashes of ther fires a2 night. 

The men are the beauties: the women 
do the work, | 

nome oF these dandies wear tight cop- 
per bracelets round their wrists ton! ther 
hands grow numb and useless, They 
posed and displaved therr deadened hands 
covertd with mings and bracelets, which, 











we were told, their womenfollk greatly 
achinires. 

The women wear only a strip of diun- 
colored cotton. Many of them «atood 
naked to the waist, neither embarrassed 
nar acl f-conscioa. 

One finds it easy to recognize the Ne- 
eroes. with a muxture of Arab blood. The 
eves te! ry them. The Arabs have evs 
of on peculiar and distinctive hister, moist 
and tuminos, and shaded by long eye- 
lashes. The dirtiest litle Arab girl can 
perform tricks with her eves that are os- 
tomishing. It was amusing to see those 
hali-caste girls attempt to woo the white 
nen with ther eves. 


S00) LANGUAGES ANID DIALECTS AXE 
SPORTN EY AFRICA WLACKS 


There are some Soo languages and dia- 
lects spoken among the more than a hun- 
dred tmillton Neprocs and nerroids in 
Atrica, 

In many sections languages and cus- 
toms change with each 50 miles, 

These: particular Nile blacks are shift- 
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less, vain, noisy, and 
warlike. Their yil- 
Ingres. aire chisters of 
grass huts, like gizan- 
tic beehives. 

These savages own 
ite herds of cattle 
ard flocks of ponte, 
They eat the sheep 
and the gots, but 
they wse the cattle for 
currency. So many 
cows buy a wife. 
Wenlth is counted 
thus. They drink the 
milk, but it i very 
unwise for a white 
man to do eo, becmise 
of certain unpleasant 
Tine prachees: in 
rr lictrig.

then rise and peel at

rise and wipele the water out of ther ears 
and eves, and peek and sink once more. 
Cine tTholicsome fellow lnirled hinselt 
clear of the water and dived like a fish. 
His bulk. considered, that was no mean 
feat of agility. Certainly, to shoot these 
mequrtive, tnt aninnis cannot be called 
huertirnge, 

Water bucks and gavelles and antelones 
=patted the landscape. Thete was an im- 
finite vanety ol horned animals, 

(Cn every iaink we caw ctocediles sun- 
ning themselves—tlnzy, deliberate tellows, 
rrotesque survivors of a prehistoric age. 
They were twice as large as we antici- 
pated, and when we encotnterel them 
farther inland, they stond up on really

The Syrian dector showed ws, under 
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glass, one of the tsetse flies, the bite of 
which causes sleeping sickness. It was a 
little larger than the ordinary house fly, 
its wings overinpping like the blades of 
scissors when the insect is at rest, 

The first two nights Porter and I slept 
modestly in-our cabin. We surrendered 
the mosquito room on the roof to our 
fellow passengers; but when we ford 
ourselves unable to breathe below, be- 
catise of the heat, we iheuckoned todesty 
and joined the other passengers outside. 

TI never saw so many or such a variety 
of insects, We observed two or three 
families of mosquitees; white ants, black 
ants, red ants, and flying ants; spiders 
from the size of a pinhead to the size of 
a dollar; large green flies, cottie flies, 
herseflies—and flies; gnats and sand flies 
so small they easily puseed through a 
mosquito net to burrow in one’s flesh; 
dragon flies, Ing buzzers, airplane sting- 
ers, and darning teedles on wings; gnats 
and ticks and a dozen varieties of griss- 


a , 
They blew in from the marshes and 
covered the decks and us, We pulled our 
aocka outside out trousers to fend off 
the curious ones. Porter wore riding 
heats and defied them. 

At night the natves held a torch over 
n hole in the ground. The light attracted 
thousands of flying ants, which were 
scorched and dropped in. When the hole 
was Allecl the feast began. ‘The natives 
afte them! 


PASSIXG THROUGH THE svUTD REGION, 
HOME OF FAFYRUS 


We passed into the Sudd, the high- 
grass country, whose swamps grow the 
flapyrus grass from which was made the 
writing tiatertal of the ancient Egyptians. 
These papyrus growths once blocked the 
channel of the Nile and made navigation 
impossible. To this day great islands 
break away. from the banks and. tempo- 
rartly obstruct the channel. 

In this high prass we fell in with a 
herd of some twelve wild elephants, 
within 30 yards of us, Then we learned 
how fast an elephant can travel, When 
they saw the boat they lifted their trianks 
and started to amble off in leisurely 
fashion, Within a few mmutes they 
were mere specks on the horizon. 
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Hutiters dare not go after these big 
beasts in this-region, for ii wounded the 
elephant may charge, and when this oc- 
curs it 1 well to ave solid footing or 
some substantial place of refuge. 

We were (three days passing through 
the Sudd. | 

Ome who thinks he has experienced 
Tmosqiitees should make the acquaintance 
of the multitudes on multitudes that 
swarm in these swamps. 

Gomg up the Nile is an adventure in 
nmivigntion, for there are numercis sand 
bars, and between tops they chonge from 
one side of the river to the ather, Once 
a day, at least, we tan agrotmed solidly, 
although our boat. drew only four feet of 
water. We would cluorn the water hack, 
fo forward, tum left, turn right, and 
after so long 2 time the soft mid would 
be ironed out and we would be free to 
go forward again. 

Cmce or twite a day we ran smack inte 
the bank while attempting to negotiate a 
natrow turn. In this part of its: course 
the Nile is extremely tortuous, and to 
hold the channel we kept to the extreme 
ontside of- each bend, There the water 
was deeper—perhaps. 

When we reached a native village we 
stoply plowed into the mud and put ent 
a punpplank, 

At various of these interior stations 
we lost our fellow passengers, one at a 
time. The Tnglish major went into o 
tistriet which was a real killer, with all 
the fevers and plagues. The vear he 
spends there counts double on his service 
tecord, so he will be retired that much 
socner, Tf he lives, he wins. Tf he 
dics—well, Kismet ! 

One quickly becomes a fatalist in 
Africa. 


A DTRD THAT PLAYS DENTIST TO A 
CROCODILE 


We passed little hippos tiding on their 
mothers’ hacks, 

We saw that strangest of sights, a littie 
bird, the ziczac, inside the open mouth of 
a crocolile, cleaning its teeth. We saw 
"8 crocodile catch a fish and erin, and 
while he gritmed the fish jurnmped cut. 
Om the Nile. we met the rains blowing 
down from up country. They were ex- 
tremely violent, so much so that the boat 
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was in perpetual danger of being over- 
firmed, Two or three years belore, th 
the rains, one of these White Nile bonts 
was blown over on its side and oink. 
‘There were several fatalities. [in conse- 
ree, W ‘henever we Swit stormy cor. 
ing, the skipper put for the bank, Then 
the black sailors went over the side arul 
anchored as to several trees, 

Before and after these atetne there 
were tharveloin shy effects. The skies 
scem more expansive in this part of 
Aitiea than elsewhere m call the world, 
They convey am awesome impression of 
vastness, They were often smoky, sullen 
masses Of threalening color, hat we were 
entranced by the marvelous afterglow in 
the evening, after the sun went down. 

Here we began taking a daily dose of 
five prains of quinine, A missintiary on 
shore told. ns that he had taken five grains 
every day for 15 years, “and Ld ovit like 
to see that quantity all in one pile,” he

The Swede started sa story, which was 
interrupted by the appearance of 14 wild 
elephants on the near shore. They lifted 
their trunks and moved off, Elephants 
have a remarkable sense of smell, and 
some. fuinters maintain that when the 
wind is in the right direction they can 
detect the presence of man twa miles 
away: iut their eyesight is so poor that 
they cati see him clearly at only too feet, 

The Swede took up) his story again: 

“The Congo Pypeunes: lall elephants by 
creeping up on them, ‘The Pygmies smell 
like animals, eo there is no warning odor, 
When they reach the elephant they want, 
they quickly slash the beast’s lex tendons 
with a sharp knife, ‘Then the elephant 
fils himself unable te stmt. He falls 
to the ground, That is the end! of him.” 

This tale left ws with an unpleasant 
mental picture of a little black man wrig- 
gling noiselesely through the grass with 
a knife in his teeth, perhaps toward our 
CHM}. 

When the Syrian doctor left us be 

wavell good+bye from the hank and 
shouted, “I will meet vou thtee venrs 
from now in Paris.” 

These men are above despair.

We had some discussion as to how 
much a black wife was worth in cattle. 
One of the white men said, “Well, a 
chief's daughter will cost vou abet so 
cows! but that is excessive. ‘The pentle- 
man not only bys the lady; he buys her 
ecuctal standing” as well. One should hae 
tlle to buy a nice, plump young wife fir 
not more than To cows. 

The Swede protested: “In ithe Congo 
country ome can pet an A-1, al-wool 
young wife for to garden hoes.” 

We met sivages on the river in tree- 
triink cinees, They put ashore and stood 
and stared, The wash of our boat would 
have upset them, they knew: We also 
saw natives wading and “fishing” with 


spears, 


Many of the grass huts were tiny bee- 
hive-shaped structures, not large enough 
for amin to stand upright inside; They 
were surtautided by stockades of yellow 
recils, 

Ome nteht, jest as the dark descenrlerd 
on 1s, the boat stopped at a clearing, We 
were ina malarial country, The danip 
rose from the groind like a mist. The 
Tesjuitecs swarmed, We went ashore 
for exercise, but the body odur of the 
mulitude of blacks was sickening and 
drove us back on to the boat, 

At. that point cit English missionary 
came alongade tn a big war cance manne! 
hy 20 native paddlers, He was a splendid 
type of man, who had spent more than a 
desen vears mmnong the blacks in Africa, 
The cance-he hact brought overland from 
the Congo on wheels. @ are no trees 
in the Sndan of sufficient size to moke 
these great hoats, | 

Perhaps the transportation overland of 
this: canoe took <a whole year, With it 
and his native padedters: he traveled the 
principsal rivers and the side streams and 
Visited the inland blacks, He ate native 
food and slept when and where he might. 

Only a very exceptional man, mspired 
by the work he was doing, could survive 
this kind oF life. 

This missionary attempts to teach the 
natives peace, morality, the respect for 
property rights, personal cleanliness, agri- 
culture, and, just meidentally; religion. 

Toward the end of the sixteenth day 
we nosed again into the mud bank ‘That 
was Rejat! 
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Rejaf rests on a hill, a typical Nile 


Biver station. 
The ina, the official in charge, 





“Up 100: black bays and per- 
mitted ts to select 22. No English-speak- 
ing hoy wat available, no cook obtainable, 
and no boy present had ever attempted to 
cook for a white man. 

These boys could carry toads. ‘They 
were willing to go approximately half the 
distance to Nimule (see map, page 128), 
That was enough for us, At 3 o'clock 
the second day we-set out. | 

The carriers were to walk with us: §7 
miles, to the limits of their district, They 
were Tit permitted to enter the mext dis- 
trict, as it was a sleeping-sickness area. 
At the border we were supposed to en- 
mige another satari to take us through to 
“tite, 

The mamour marked and mapped the 
so-called resthouses to the boundary of 
his district. Beyond that he had no tn- 
formation.

“DEADEYE DICK 18 THE CENTER OF THE 
FIRST DISTURBANCE 

On the far side of the Nile we ran into 
our first bit of trouble. Aimong our por- 
ters we had selected! a one-ered man for 
lack. Gettmmg out of the barge, “Deadd- 
eve Dick” had -a disagreement with one 
of the younger boys as to who owned 
what, He slapped the boy's face; the 
slap stung. Before the boy had time to 
remember his manners he struck “Dead- 
eye’ tn his. good eye and knocked him 
mito the river. 

Immediately an uproar! 

A couple of sprightly colored ladies 
standmy bw Inughed at “Dead-eve,” which 
rather complicated the situation. 

These ladies painted their bodies with 

a kind of red, oily clay, which entirely 
changed their appearance and made them 
lool: hke some one else, Their apparel 
consisted of a little fringe in front and 
a “horse-hair” tail hebind, They were 
ae very tall, tut well developed, 

The safari et owt boldly along the Nile, 

stark-naked muscular blacks stood in 
the fields and -snlited us. A few had 
skins around their waists and carried 
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spears, The women were stocky, well 
developed, andl much fatter than the men. 

These savages go about completely ex- 
posed to weather ard sun, The hman 
form divine 1s a creation of civilized man, 
Savage people mar have strong, sturdy 
bodies, bot rarely beantiful bodies, ac- 
cording ta our standards, All of thent 
had shghth bowed legs. 

One dropped part of his eqttiptnent; 
he picked it up with his foot, using it as 
ahand, Their feet are spread, their toes 
prehensile. 


KEW JERSEY SCENEGY IN CENTRAL AFRICA 


About three miles from where we 
eroased the Nile, we were obliged to ford 
another river, waist-deep, There was a 
discussion as to whether we should dis- 
robe, We discovered that civilization 
rested heavily on ust we waded-ini in our 
clothes, Hut for a, hour afterward we 
attempted to decide, “What is propriety 
man African jungle?" 

Just beyond this river was a resthouse. 
While the hovs ate peanuts, we Ioiterer 
in the shade. Peanuts were the ne 
staple of these carriers; They took with 
aig peanuts and durra flour and nothing 
else 

After fifteen minutes’ rest, we set out 
ftir Shoga, a village seven miles away. 
We planned to complete 10 miles before 
weslept. We walked in the cool of the 
afternoon, through beatiful country. 

The native villages seemed prosperous. 
The blacks either greeted we curiously or 
else turned away and ignored us; the 
little children shrieked and fled to their 
mothers at sight of us. “The countryside 
wis preen and verdant. There were 
many fine trees scattered on the Iand- 
scape. We expected a desolate wilder- 
Hess or tropical jungle; we encountered 
here a region similar in appearance to 
suburban New York or New Jersey. 

Occasionally we met blacks grubbing 
weeds out of the main path with their 
pick-hoes. In this way they pay theit 
taxes. | | 

The sunshine was mild and invigorat- 
intg niter aur escape from the desert and

sands of birds of infinite breed and yaried 
plumage flew about. We were amazed at 
their fearlessness.

The Esti women the cannibals 
took as thetr own and settled dawn to 
lead a domestic hi fe on the spat, 

Therefore the Bari are 2 considerabl 
tied tribe, 

We had several gentlemen in our safari 
who, even at this late date, looked 
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though they would not shrink at a human 
shinbone, 

There was native warfare in Rejaf as 
date as 110, 

We had men of all ages in or safari; 
Some as young as 16; cone at least bo. 
Four of the yourgest ones were reserved 
is persoual bovs, two to put up the camp 
beds and wait on table: two to make the 
Ares aml! cook ( 7), 

One of my personal boys had his -hair 
eut and shaved in scrolls; the other had 
nm topkiot of wool which decorated his 
crown, Porter gave each of her boys. a 
string of bright glass beads to wear, 
Which made them ensy to identify, 

When we reached Sheen it was dark, 
There was an empty hut, and we pitt 
ceeded to take camp, We had tever 
érected our camp equipment before. Cer- 
tattily the boys did nat know how to do 
tt. Inthe intense darkness ane could not 
see these Wack bows two feet away. De- 
tached, spooky hands were always teach- 
ing out of the dark to help with a. task, 
For amateurs to make camp in an wn 
known lancd—put up beds, mosquito nets, 
tables and chairs, and cook a meal under 
such conditivns—was no small task. 

The only real mistake we made was-to 
Place our bells on the inside of the hollow 
square fncing our carriers. Placed on 
the outside of the square, there was more 
jirivacy and much less noise, We made 
this mistake Lut once. 

Fhese resthouses are get down in the 
wiklemess, apparently adjacent to noth- 
ing’ but water, Sometimes there would 
he a native village concealed on the far 
slope of a near-by hill, bat unless one 
looked twice it was almost impossible to 
discern them.

The resthouses are surrounled ly 
stickiness cf saqilings to keep our prow!- 
Ing animals, Inside the greuod is bare, 
The hot shelters are made of mud and 
itrow, with hard dirt Aoors, Sometimes 
there is a mud fireplace for cooking:

At Shopa we saw no mative villare, but 
soon heard ne. The moon came up, the 
frst clear and cloudless night for weeles, 
The rains hod passed north. Shortly 
after we turned in, we heard the throm 
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ofa tom-tom calling quietly, insistently, 
A fire was reflected agaist the sky, Ap- 
parently there were to be “doings.” 

Qur Goriers became very restless. The 
moon was alfecting them, ton. Dark 
forms walked from group to grotp, 
There were sibilant whispers and muit- 
tered] conversations, 

Then the tom-tom to sob and 
moan, The noise seemed ta come from 
immediately outside the stockade, but the 
glare of the fire assured ws it was poo 
yards off, Nevertheless, | rolled on my 
side, felt for my revolver, and placed it 
under my pillow, Deal tired and aching 
for sleep, we lay witle awake and waited, 

The fire mounted higher. The whole 
sky prew rei. . 

The tom-toms beata wild and furious 
quickstep. Suddenly we heard a chorss 
of a thousand yoies! Such singing! 
These who have listened to plantation 
sans by a laree group of American 
Negroes will have a slight conception of 
the glorious harmony and resonance: of 
these voices. Men and women sang to- 
gether, and a fairy flood of children's 
voices floated in at intervals, followed liy 
an ecstatic cheering.

There were three white men in Nimule 
while we were there—the Svoan doctor, 
ii} [tahun Ciiinter whe ToS eaSsuring 
the flow of the Nile, anda Serbian count, 
who was adventuring: apeountry ane 
whose route: to Lake Victoria paralle 
cur own. 

The frst meht mn Nimule we had an 
adventure which we shall long. remember. 
The sleeping-siclness camp af the blacks, 
located something more than 107 vards 
irom our resthouse, was: ranied by three 
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lions. ‘The roars of the beasts were ter- 
rifying, to say the least. The blacks beat 
droms and lighted fires to scare them ott, 

The white men who were dining with 
ws im front. of the resthouse excitedly 
demanded my “gun.” The only gun | 
carried was A arriy revelver, securely 
packed away. (“Well, thut's s —— ofa 
wiy to travel through. Aftica! ™ “Binatly 
we found nt and fired several shots into 
the air, which apparently frightened off 
the intruders, The next morning we 
found their spoor within fifty vards of 
the resthotse. 

When we have forgotten the details of 
this record, when Atica is only a blur im 
ont mind's eve, at night we shall hear the 
roars of those lions at Nimule, Thiise 
terrifying, coughing, choking, threaten- 
ing. insolent, catth-shaking roars. We 
heard them again many times in Africa, 
but that first time made an indelible im- 
pression, 

To sleep tn a resthouse without win- 
dows or dours, with lions a few yards 
away, father invited insomnia. 





A WILD DANCE Pot THE VISITORS 

We were just about exhansted when 
we artived in Ninwile, so that the two 
days’ rest, with nothing to cdo but visit 
avound, we found very pleasant. 

The resthouse here was in very bad 
repair, but it was situated om a hill over- 
lonking the Nile, and a friendly breeze 
played: around if dny we night, 

The second night the natives. gave a 
dance in our hover in the public square. 
The sky was black with storm clowds 
passing down the Nile, There was a 
luritl central fire—and more fire to warm 
the tom-toms. An angular, protesque 
figure ina crown made of red and green 
feathers stroked and caressed and 
potiided aad lelahored with a full-arm 
flap-wing motion the three drums, each 
of which spoke in its own key, He wore 
a bit of skin around his waist, feather 
hands around his arms and his ankles. 
His feet and upper arms were pamnted 
white and a wild fanaticism lighted his 
cVcs. 

The government permits these natives 
to dance only once a week* it excites 
them too much. When a native pets ex- 


cited he takes tischief, 
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A owide-flang. circle af black bucks 
started the moyernent, They mule a ter- 
rible din, beating gourds, horns, picees of 
hardwood, singing, shouting, and chant- 
Ing im unison, As they sang they danced 
furiously, stiff-leeged, with feet wide 
: » They shook and shimmuiecd their 

lders and spasmedically moved their 
aris. vy were naked except for 
breechelouts, but their bodies and fess 
were painted im patterns. They had 
feathers in their hair, They would sing 


‘and dance a verse, then “E-Yah! Boota- 


Boola! Wiggle-Wigele! Walk.” 

Around and arotind they circled at 
high speed and with a rearing bubtuh, 

These wild men of Nimule hod a reper- 
toire, The leader shouted: that dance 
ended and another distinctive number 
beran 

Now we were to see something! 
Women had joined the dancers, All were 
immicent of apparel except for the usual 
little fringe. 

They gyrated in front of the men— 
extrnordinary dancers, their glossy betes 
performing contortions that would start 


a vice crusade in any etvilized city; yet 


in this attiosphere, among these savares, 
sig seemed right, proper, and respect- 
rete. 

One woman wore 'a half gourd on her 
pat Uniler that shell, tyghtly strapped 
to her body, was a four weeks’ old baby. 
We had a look at it. Tt was sound asleey) 
in: that inferno of noe! 

The dance increased in violence, though 
it was difficult to imagine how there could 
be more noise or more action, 

One woman in particular made her 
budy gyrate anil squirm, vibrate and

_ The rank vegetation of the upper Nile 
broke away from the banks in. masses, 
dotting the stream with floating islands. 
Some of these islands were so solid one 
night camp upon then We seertied to 
be sailing on aosea ot llypaels, 

The river itself appeared verdant, 
marshy, ancl malarial, The natives of 
the region exist in a pitiably primitive 
state: 

There were thousands of crocodiles 
and hippopotami, 

At one place where we stopped to. Toad 
wood, there were 700 natives waiting for 
the baat te take them up the river. They 
stood in’ long queues, partly garbed in 
skins, with baggage consisting of food, 
pipes, weapons, and getredls, 

The geturds have round, fat bodies like 
a small pumpkin, and long, slender necks. 
The nates polish them with the flat of 
their hands until they take color like a 
fine old meerschanuim pipe.

‘The preceding 
six months, bounty had been add oan the 
carcasses of more thar) 300 lions and Son 
leopards, Elephants and elanis had 
Played havoc with native crops, One 
elephant can ruin a barata plantntivn in 
one might. These were the grim statistics 
that lurked behind the adventure of our 
walk, 

From Tabor we traveled to Kigoma 
on the Deres Salaam railway, which 
operates from the seacoust to Lake Tati- 
ganyika, This railway and the line from 
Mombasn miunl to Lake Victoria are 
two nibs cof a most imperfect skeleton. 
Rhodes’ imigmary north-and-south All 
Red Keute was to be the spinal colt. 
The Belgians have another broken rib 
reaching im through the Congo toward 
the same missing backbone. 

When we left, the Tabora majors and 
their friends, the hotel proprietor, and, 
lastly, the bishop of the White Fathers. 
tame down to the station to say good-bye 
and good luck.

A trader in Tabora told us that the 
country tonndabot had mot Deen pros- 
erous since the railway was conmpleted 
in German days: The only prosperity 
(German East Africa had ever known wis 
while there. was. a tailway-constroction 
pay roll, Now all signs and -portents imdi- 
cated that the railway itself was a. poorly 
LAVIN proposition, 

The hour or two that remained of day- 
light showed us only barren hills; wher 
we awoke at daybreak, -a ragged country 
of hills and valleys; an overgrown yongle. 
This was the country Stanley marched 
through to fmd Dr. David Livingstone. 
(if eotirse, Livingstone was not lost. 
When Stanley “found” him at Uji, the 
celf-sacrificing ossionary refused to re- 
turn. 

Livingstone dedicated and gave his life 
ty the blacks. He spent some 33 years 
in the Aftican interior and died out there 
two yenrs after the Stanley episode. 

Ag hour before we arrived at Kagoma 





we caught sight of Lake ‘Tanganyika. 
Livingstone made his headquarters on 
the shores of this lake, hyrhting his nght 
aeninst the Arab chieftain Trppoa Tib 
and tia stave raiders. 

The jet-black natives at Kigoma were 
ot a moach more primitive mold than. thre 
hreed at Tabora. Not all Negroes im 
\irica aré black: several tribes are dark- 
brown amd beht-hbrown, 

These Tanganyika natives indulge a 
disthuctive vice. They snuif a hot-smtt 
solution up the nostrils, then fasten a pair 
of wooden tweezers on the nose, so none 
of it escapes. While they wear the 
tweezers, Llinding tears stream from their 
eves. 


A RIDE TO UJI TN A RICKSHA 


A dozen of the dirk citizens put our 
bars and boxes on their heads and de- 
livered us to the little Hotel Tanganyika, 

These African hotels are unique insti- 
tulions,

There's a luntlding with two public 
rots, and a barream and avlining room 
operated as one, Bevond, adobe huts 
provide sleeping accommiudatintis, One 
gets a complete hut for his own light 
howsekeeping. Black boys bring water 
for the lmths from the near-by lake, 
Washing is done m the back yard while 
one wits. There is goxl-emigh forwl, 
letter company. cold drinks, amd a porch 
deep with -shade that dominates Lake 
3 anganyika. What more equl! one ask 
tor? 

At sundown all the white men within 
walking alistance ¢ime m for a “sun 
(owner.” It is considered unwise in 
Africa to dmnk aleoholic beverers hefore 
the sum sets. These soldiers of fortine 
roll dice for drinks wproytiously on the 
heated protels. 

An Engftshian who we chanced to 
Meet wivited 1s to shay tennis,  Wher- 
ever there are [inglish on the earth's sur- 
face, there they have grubbed out a kind 
of tennis court, Practically all of the 
English fellows we met it Attica were 
thoughtful ancl considerate, Many of 
them were exceptionally fine. 

Along the lake, five miles from Ki- 
game, is Ujij. The mango tree under 
which Stanley met Livingstere still stands 
(ste text, page 218). 

There were no horses, no donkeva, no 
antes in Kigoma, Lut, ah, there was an 
ancient ricksha, with heavy cart wheels. 
This Porter appropriated; 1 walked. It 
required the strength of five stalwart 
lacks to transport the i 1o-poitnd lady 
over the hills ta Cyiji (see page 20).

No fence arontid the tree, or stone: no 
protection or care given to either, Vet 
there wis.an English “government hese” 
m Upp. Such sights are inexplicable. 

We photographed the tree and the 
atone, and inclndal ane of a proup of 
naked little blk boys (see illustration, 
page 218). He-came when called, fear- 
lessty, al departed unharmed, loneely 
lets Of the lite Livinustone lived sud 
the ceath tne died, 

We expected the boat to arrive ar Ki- 
fom next marnimy to take ws to Albert- 
villé on the Cong side of the lake, but 
it did nat utrive until late evening. Afd- 
can boats make a specialty of being from 
two hours to two weeks or two montis 
Inte. Unless the gods are good, the 
traveler sits on the edge of a lever river 
or dake and waits, amd) waits—aid waits. 

Late that afternoon a band of natives 
browght ina gigantic leopard and a black- 
maned lion, horh dead. JA. licensed native 
hunter had killed them near by, where 
they tual been terrorizing a village. Up 
behind the hotel the natives made a cele- 
bration of skinning them. We could have 
ought this: leautifil leopard skin for 
$5.00, but it was uncure! an we were 
on the mowe, 

Onee aboard the Belgian boat, we found 
the week's wash strung about the deck 
and the officers. themselves in carpet. stip- 
pers and suspenders, The wives of 
officers of various grades travel on these 
heats, We elected to return and dine ori 
shore ancdonly to sleep ot boaril, 

It isa mpht's tele across Tanganvika;

The Congo black women of this region 
are an Volnpidne-looking ax bo mapper 
almest deformed. They are brown m 
color, with faces tattooed in blue, av 
bosons and backs decorated with rise! 


wells. They te their boatr under thetr: 


chins an! aratmed them heads flaunt gayly 
colored] kerchiets, Some of them wear 
multined solt ection draperies: The 
effect is very “Frenchy.” No other blacks 
that we saw in Africa are so colorful or 
a0 bold the eve as these Conge women. 

The Congo men are tridersiaad tion- 
(escopts. In comparison with these ope- 
lenth: attractive women, the stripling men 
see extrenvely puny. 

For the first time in Afnea. we ob- 
served black women with shapely limbs, 
aocomling to tmitstcal-comedy standarils 
antl specifications, Heretofore all leps 
hac been fat or skinny, but-shapead like 
pales. The Congo women had slim 
inkles ancl graceful calves 

These mitives also had etyle: they wore 
their bright calicos with a swagger. 
Their faces were not pretty, lit animater, 
They were alert mentally, too: they called 
after friends and laughed howd and Jong, 
nari! seemed to have much energy, They 
were In constant motion. 

Many upcountry Natives are very apa- 
thetic in comparison, 

A most attractive group of brick cot- 
tages was being built pn this town on two 
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lilhs overiooking Lake Tonywnyike, Wilts 
onmptered, Albertville shevael be the model 
station for all Atries, The British fad 
nothing like it. in the territories we had 
traveled through,

From meal to ooeal the butter 
and brend, jam amd sugar, stood uncoy- 
ert on an open shelf for the fies aml 
the guests.

SIGHTS GF TORTURE AT KONGULO 


We were obliged to wart at Kongolo 
approximately four days and three nights 
before the boat sailed south for Brkama, 
the milhead of the South African system. 
These were days of torture, and torture 
dees not describe the nights. 

‘The sun was <0 intense, it was next to 
mipossible to move about, We stayed on 
board and tre to sleep the days away, 
Lecaitse at night, without a bree blow- 
mg arid the boat at anchor. the mos: 
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quite: wriggle! through the netting and 
drove twe more or less sane pec early 
cary, These mosquitoes were highly m- 
fects: five minutes after these tor- 
nietitors ating one, the flesh would swell 
anch burn for an hour. 

Sleep was abselutely impossible, 
Orrasionally the good-hearted — litthe 
bland captain, at the risk of his job, m- 
vited us to a meal aboard the boat, but 
he dared net risk this when onvone was 
about, So two-thirds of our meals were 
ont olf tins and cracker hones, 

This Congo basin is disheartening. 
First of all, Belginin, a tiny country, 1 
trying to organize, manage, arid bigs 
live vast Eyiatorial empire which 13 7 
times the sive of the mother country it. 
self, The tail is trying to wag the dog, 
The Belgians have neither the funds nor 
the men nor the experience to du it. 

The men who are in the government 
cervice in the Congo are wo cling for an 
mautticient way , with despair written on 
their facea, | ey adventure out there to 
make their fortunes, _Disillusionment 
cones quickly, Soon they are wondering 
if they will ever get back home to Eu- 
rope, They quit trying to keep up ap- 
ienrances, which is fatal in the Tropics, 





LACK WOMEN CARRIED AS SUMERCARGO 


The boat left for Bukama at 4 a.m. 
venga! hefiore that hour we were on the 
ank waiting, with all our ba , for 
the first sign of life on board. = 

On the trip south we transported sev- 
eral Belpians, an Italiam contractor, a 
couple of Greek traders. a Rumanian 
Jew, and a swarm of blacks. 

More than one of these white gentle- 
men carried a black lady as supercargo, 
The black women were in the steerage, 
while the gentlemen were m the first 
cabins, The difference was a thin parti- 
tine, 

Many mm the Congo openly consort with 
the black women, When we anchored at 
night—and we always stopped at night 
hecnuse it was unsafe to go forward in 
the dark—ther greeted and fondled and 
acknowledged their half-caste children on 
the shore. More than one éaid to me,

At night the blacks would go ashore, 
build scores of litthe camp fires on the

There was one shower bath on this 
bout for the several white passengers, 


which might seem to indicate a ‘complica- 


tion. ‘There wits no complication at all ; 
the bathroom was used as a storage room 


and was not available for its ostensitile 


service, For eight days we dipped pails 
oF water out of the Lisalaha cach morn- 
and tried to maintain our morale, 

Phe natives were everywhere We 
were obliged to pase through them, brush 
shoulders with them, climb over therm, to 
get to our cabins. They carried ‘all sorts 
af live animals, including goats and 
chickens, and:a plentitul Seppe of ‘well- 
dead meat. The odor was indescribable 
and unavoidable. Tt permeated the at- 
mosphere by day and suffoeated us at 
night,

The same sort of boat on the Nile,

Cine day we stopped ata statin where 
a wong Einglish tracker came ti leeorel, 
He was escorting to Phealiethwille a sip 
fly of seed elephant aneat., with the 
tusks and the hairs af the eleypliants’ tails 
as adilitional baggage. After a few days 
this elepliint meat bent a new ewlor to the 
already supercharged air. The young 
trader gave Porter an elephant hair 
bracelet as a charm to placate the olfae- 
tory Serrse.

fully ome-sixteenth of an inch in diam: 
eter, and make bracelets and rings, which 
are comsdered very ltra im) Africa snd 
mark the man of the mterior.

THE GLWIES OF VICTIHA. FALLS 


The second dav came Victoria Falls, 
the talls.of the Zambezi River, disenverer 
by Dr, Livingstone, These falls are 
breeder giawl more than twice as hiwh as 
Singur (see illustration, page 232). 

The great cataract is surreunded by 
masses of green trees, The country is 
wild and tortmogs, Abeve the falls the 
fambevi, a lazy, shyeish stream, makes 
haste slowly, hesitantly, blindly, till it 
reaches the elee of a narrow fisiire in 
the basalt: tock, Then over it gnes, 
headlong inte the chasm. From the point 
where at disappears mto the froth until 
it emerges a quiet river again, it has cnt 
a cavernous passage through the rocks, 
sheer anid deep. | 
‘The scenery is: indeserthably heartiful. 
We had a wonderiul view of the gorge 
froin the Vierorm Falls Bridge. The mist 
from the cataract blows over the railroad 
chaches just ab Khedes wished tt to, 

There is more natural beauty to the 
Victoria Valls than to Niagara Falls, be- 
cause the scenery is svilvan and unidis- 
turbed, But the avater comes over in 
much smaller volume, For this reason 
there is not the terrible, majestic threat 
of Niagara. 

The Zambhexi pours tteelf inte the vorce 
in several silvery streams, ex«quisitely pro- 
portioned like a well-planned sketch,

AT THE TOMS OF CECIL REOnES 


There we found a scrupulously clean 
English hotel; hathtnhs and a plentiful 
sopiply of hor owater, There we fotrnd 
ict cream and oranges aml apples, news- 
Papers, monon puctires, and srtGmaliles 
to ride in, echoeolate;—and information 
abort boats. | 
 Rhodesin was nomed alter Rhodes. 
They tell many tales.of him im Bulawayo, 
Very litle of the human man that was 
Rhodes is left in the glorified nvth of 
him. His admirers want hin all white, 
while he thought of himself as being “all 
red,” 

They have a statue of Rhodes im the 
very center of Bulawayo's main <treet. 
It looks toward the north. 

We motored 25 miles to Rhodes’ grave 
in the Matopo hills (see page 234). 

The bey rests in the tomnk carved out 
of the solic reck, supposedly on the exact 
spot where Rhodes made peace with the 
Matabele chiefs in 18gh, 

The path that feads opward across the 
gigantic bouliderlike mecuntain is steep and 
treachercus, but the top is what Rhrules 
once called the “World's View," a rmag- 
nihcent and turbulent sen of rocky ridges. 
The view is tinobstructed on all sides, 
Rhodes Rock comes toa crest: the adja- 
cent kind falls awny and leaves that crest 
sliprenie, alone. 

The cavern bewn ‘out of the rick. 
Rheles’ tomb, is covered over with a 
aneth copper plate, with the werrs en- 
praved on it, “Here le the remains of 
Cecil John Rhodes,” 

Thotsands of near-by aeres are pre- 
served “forever” 48 @& teitional cemetery 
and dedicated “to. those who deserve well 
of therr country.” 

Not far from Rhodes, D9, Jin is brrried, 

Near Bulnwayn, seven miles ont; is an- 
other piluce of pilgrimage, the Kham 
Ruins, This prehistoric structure is. stp 
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posed hy some antiquarian to be at 
Phoenician origin, OWwer the Khami River, 
on a promontory, some ancient people 
bolt a stromphold, City stone walls te- 
imam, These are constricted, with s:jimire- 
crt blocks, similar to modern paving 
stomes (sec also page 235)).
